PREMIER SPEAKS 


Canada’s Safety 
Depends On ‘Yes’ 


OTTAWA, April 25.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King said Friday night in a broadcast address that those 
who vote “no” in Monday's manpower plebiscite would be 
saying in effect that they did not trust the government and 


parliament they elected. 


Mr. King coupled this with the blunt statement that 
“if 1 did not believe that, as the head of the government, 
f continued to enjoy the confidence of the people, who time 
and again have returned me to office, I would not wish to 


remain in office an hour longer.” 


In Final Appeal 


Rt. Hon. W. L. Mackenzie 


King, prime minister of 
Canada, who in an address 
on Friday night, made a 
final appeal for an over- 
whelming “yes” vote in 
the plebiscite of next Mon- 
day. Plebiscite support, he 
said, would aid in an all-out 
war effort and remove in- 
ferences among Allied Na- 
tions that Canada’s contri- 
bution to the common cause 
was not all eee it should

“Are you in favor of releasing the 
government from any obligation 
arising out of any past commit- 
ments restricting the methods of 
raising men for military service?” 

Mr. King said the slutation now 
was more serious than when he 
spoke April 7 initiating the series 
of plebiscite campaign speeches 
over the national network of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 

He forecast that Germany and 
Japan would try to join their land 
forces this summer; by gaining 
sea supremacy, isolate the west- 
ern hemisphere; and, sooner or 
later, attack this continent, pos- 
albly through Canada, 

It was the duty and purpose of 
Canada to aid those who were try- 
ing to keep the war away from the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Mr. King said the United Nations 
could not be defeated if they exert. 
ed their utmost power, but that 
they could lose if such total effort 
were not made. 

“The enemy is so strong that 
he can only be held at bay and 
finally defeated by the common

WAREHOUSES ABLAZE 

A pilot of a Lancaster bomber, 


which dropped some of Britain's | 
heaviest explosives on Rostock, was 


asked whether the target was 
directly in® the sights of the bomber. 
“Absolutely yes,’ he replied, 


“Afterward we flew over the town 
at 1,000 feet altitude to have a look 
around but the smoke was so dense 
that even searchlights were unable

The pilots said they “saw fires 
burning in the port while many 
warehouses were ablase.” 

Meanwhile, British fighters and 
bombers renewed »ttacks on the 
French coast, including an attack 
by bombers on the Cherbourg docks. 

One bomber and two fighters 
were lost. 

The daylight raids also smashed 
at Dunkirk and Calais, destroying 
five enemy Focke-Wulf 190 planes. 

Spitfires escorted the bombers, in 
the attack on Dunkirk. 

HIT U-BOAT FACILITIES

The mutual ‘agreement form 
which formerly could be executed 
by the landlord and tenant in sup- 
port of an application for increased 
maximum rental is eliminated 


DODGE STOPPED 

Possibility that landlords might 
charge more than the maximum 
rental by accepting additional sums 
for an option to purchase is elimin- 
ated by a provision that any sum in 
excess of $5 paid in excess of the 
maximum rental will be regarded 
as rental. 

Boarding and lodging houses, de- 
scribed as any house in which ac- 
commodation is provided for three 
or more persons in addition to 
members of the operator's family, 
are required to post in each room 
a statement showing the maximum 
rental for the room when occupied 
by-one person and when occupied 
by more than one person. 

Notices with maximum rates must} 
also be posted in tourist cabins and 
tourist homes,

“By voting ‘No’ you may be 
helping to place yourself and | 
your country at the mercy of the 
enemy, whereas, by voting ‘Yes’ 
you will, 1 believe, be helping to 
protect yourself and your country 
from the enemy, 


“Ata time of war is it reasonable 
to trust the intentions of the enemy 
rather than those of the freely 
elected government of your own 
country?” 


ELECTED SINCE START 

Mr. King -recalled that his gov- 
ernment and the present parliament 
were elected by the people since 
the outbreak of war. 

“If you cannot trust us to do 
what is right in the interests of 
the people, whom are you going 
to trust?” he asked. 


Determination 


“If you cannot trust the mem- 
bers whom you have elected to 
represent you in parliament, 
whom are you going to trust? 
“This is not an ordinary time. 

The whole world is in a state of 
rapid change. At any time the re- 
sponsibilities of government are 
heavy enough. 

“They ate greater today than they 

have ever been. 


WOULD NOT REMAIN 

“For my part, if I did not believe 
that, as head of the government I 
continued to enjoy the confidenc:: 
of the people who, time and again 
have returned me to office, I would 
not wish to remain in office an hou: 
longer. 

“Let me just say this—that if 
disaster should ever overtake us 
it will certainly be said for gen- 
erations to come that had the 
government's powers not been 
restricted the disaster would 
never have occurred. 

“Such is the responsibility that 
may come to rest upon those who, in 
the existing crisis, are unwilling to 
remove any restrictions and give 
to the government a free hand in its 
war policies.” 

At the outset of his address Mr. 
King said the discussion over the 

plebiscite in recent weeks had gone 
far to “clarify the issue” but had 
also disclosed how little some real- 
ized the gravity of the world situa- 
tion and how greatly people were 
in danger “of being misled by 
those who are asking them to vote 
‘no’ on Monday next.”

; male any statement for the press at all in this connection’; the over- 
played prominence which has been given to it in the press; the reported 
pubiic statements of Calgary's Mayor Davison at a military association 
banquet; the publication of a ridiculous, libelous and unkind cartoon in 
The Calgary Herald; the unfair editorial in The Albertan of April 20; the

broadcast because the plebiscite is a federal matter. My colleagues and I 
had agreed that, since Mr. J. H. Blackmore, M.P., leader of the’ New 
Democracy Group in the House of Commons, had been asked to broadcust 
on this subject over the CBC network, I would not make any statements. 
In fact, at that time, it would not have been proper for me to do so under 
these circumstances. This was clearly a duty for Mr. Blackmore and cer- 
tainly one in which I had no desire or right to interfere.

Mr. King said his words of warn: 
ing of the critical world situation, 
contained in his radio speech last 
April 7, had been described in some 
quarters as exaggeration, 

But he had believed everything 
he said. “I do not believe the 

United Nations are going to be 
defeated if cach and all of them 
put forth their utmost effort. But 
I do believe it is possible for them 
to be defeated unless they put 
forth their utmost effort,” he de- 
clared. 


“IT do not believe I am exagger- 
ating. If I did not believe it to be 
true what possible motive could I 
have for saying that a world-en- 
circling danger may yet jeopardize 
the very existence of our country.” 


| MUST DO OUR PART 
Those who claimed that if Rus- 
sia, Britain and the United States 
}could not keep the enemy from 
| Canada then this country could not 
defend itself were, in effect, saying 
that other nations should win the 
| war for Canada; 

“Let me ask what the fate of 
Canada would be if the people of 
Russia, England and the United 
States adopted the attitude which 
those who advise you to vote ‘no’ 
Suggest Canada should adopt?” 

Mr. King Said the “most incred- 
ible” statement published by~ the 
negative campaigners was one read- 
ing “By voting ‘no’ you will pro- 
| tect yourselves; by voting ‘yes’ you 
| will be at the mercy of your own

VOICE OF HITLER 

He asked the people not to be 
misled by parades of young boys 
carrying banners and shouting 
!“Down with conscription, nor to be 
| influenced by a radio voice in Paris

are well aware that the voice is the 
| voice of Hitler.” 
| Germany, Italy and Japan entered 
| the war as aggressors, confident of 
| victory. Their ambitions were di- 
| rected at conquering the rich nations

| It was a delusion to talk of the 
potential forces of the United Na- 
tions.

Another delusion was to argue 
that time was against the Axis pow- 
ers, “Time will be on your side 
only if the enemy can be held at 
| bay and prevented from acquiring

He spoke of those who say that 
Canadians should be kept at home 
if the danger of attack is so great 
and that a “yes” vote should mean 
they would be sent overseas to 
fight for another country leaving 
Canada defenceless. 


WHY THEY'RE OVERSEAS 

“The Canadian army is in Brit- 
ain for exactly the same reason as 
the troops of the United States are 
now also in the British Isles, and 
for exactly the same reason as the 
troops of the United States are in 
Australia. 

“They are there to keep the 
enemy away from this continent 
and to help defeat the enemy be- 
fore he becomes strong enough 
to defeat us. These matters, how- 
ever, have nothing to do with the 
question at issue in the plebiscite, 

“In the light of the dangers I 
have described; in the light of the 
threat to our country, may I ask 
those who have been thinking of 
voting no, if they have fully con- 
sidered how great a responsibility 
they are theregy taking upon them: 
selves. 


CAN YOU SAY THIS? 

“By voting no, as I* see it, you 
will be saying that you understand 
the needs of our country, in this 
terrible crisis, better than they are 
understood by the government. 
You will be saying fSat you know 
better than the government how 
Canada should be defended. 

“You will be saying that you 
refuse to trust the government of 

your own country, and the par- 
liament you yourselves elected, 
to make the right decisions for 
the protection of your homes and 
families,

I am asking you to 
show that you are capable of mak- 
ing any sacrifice which is necessary 
to preserve our united national 
existence, 


“Without unity, Canada cannot 
make her full contribution to the 
winning of the war, to the pre- 
servation of her own freedom 
and to the restoration of free- 
dom in the world.

And 
so I ask you, my fellow-country- 
men—everyone of you—to help give 
to our country complete freedom 
and strength for an utmost effort 
both in its own eyes, and in the 
eyes of the world, You can do eg 
by voting yes on Monday next.”

SERVES SECOND PURPOSE 

The incident, although it only 
adds to the mystery of the how and 
why of the bombing.of Japanese 
cities and increases Japanese puzzie- 
ment, serves another purpose. It 
strongly underscores Lord Beaver: 
brook's revelation in New York of 
a British public “passion” for open- 
ing a “second front’ against Ger- 
many. 

One purpose of Lord Beaver- 
brook’s speech naturally was to 
contribute to Nazi jitters over the 
possibility of British or British- 
American invasion of Western 
Europe. British Commando raids 
and air battering of coastal targets 
already furnish a diversion which 
may have a marked effect on Nazi 
plans.

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The Question On The Ballot 


On Monday it will be the duty of every 
qualified voter in Canada to go to the polls 
and record his answer to the following 
question: 

“Are you in favor of releasing the gov- 
ernment from any obligation arising out 
of any past commitments restricting the 
methods of raising men for military ser- 
vice?” 

The question is plain. No one can find 
any hidden meaning in it unless he chooses 
to read into it something that is not there. 
The government and parliament are ask- 
ing for a direct declaration that any 
method of raising men may be employed 
if and when in their judgment it may be 
necessary to resort to some other means 
than voluntary enlistment for oversea 
service, 

There is no reference.to the raising of 
men for military service in Canada—that 
has already been settled, and was never 
complicated by any “commitments,” nor 
restricted in any other way. 

Canada being still a democracy, de- 
spite the Axis powers, every voter will be 
free to mark his ballot “yes” or ‘‘no” ac- 
cording to his judgment. But he is bound to 
make his decision in the light of reason, not 
because of prejudice, or race, or precon- 
ception or hearsay. His first duty is to 
read attentively the question he is asked 
to answer and to get a clear understanding 
of what it says and means, Judging by 
some of the things said and written during 
the discussion, this is something many of 
the controversialists have neglected to do. 
The more reason why the voter should 
take the trouble to inform himself what 
precisely he is asked to say by his ballot. 


What A “Yes” Vote Means 


A good deal has been heard in some 
pars of the country about the responsi- 
ility which will be involved in voting 
“yes” on Monday. This has been particu- 
larly true in Quebec, where an impression 
seems to have been more or less widely 
created that a “yes” majority would be 
followed by the certain adoption of con- 
scription. 

That is a misperception, if not a delib- 
erate misrepresentation, of the purpose of 
the plebiscite. The voters are not being 
made to decide whether or not Canada is 
to have conscription. That duty rests 
with parliament, and will. rest there on 
‘Luesday just as certainly as it does now. 
Parliament is not dodging or side-stepping 
its responsibility to make this decision. 

Parliament is asking to be relieved of 
pledges which many of its members of all 
or nearly all parties gave two years ago, 
that only voluntary enlistment would be 
used in raising men for oversea service. 
This is being asked because the conditions 
of today are not those of two years ago. 
They have changed drastically. In some 
respects they have changed for the worse. 
Even where they have changed for the bet- 
ter—the appearance of Russia and the 
United States as active participants— 
these changes have also made the pledges 
of 1940 inconsistent with Canada’s posi- 
tion among Allies who have bound them- 
selves to make all-out war against the 
Axis, 

A “yes” vote on Monday will say that 
parliament is to be free to meet the un- 
foreseeable situations of the future by the 
methods then advisable. That is all the 
“yes” vote will say or can say. 

The voters are not being asked to de- 
cide—and cannot say by their votes— 
whether Canada is to have conscription, 
now or at any time. That is the business 
of parliament.

What A “No” Vote Means 
SE ee eee 

What about the responsibility involved 
in voting ‘no’ on Monday? This does not 
appear to have been given mucn attention 
in public addresses. But there is such a 
responsibility; a very direct one, heavier 
surely than any loyal Canadian would want 
to shoulder after candid consideration. 

To vote “no” will be to declare that 
under no circumstances should the Gov- 
ernment of Canada use any other method 
than voluntary enlistment to secure troops 
for service outside Canada, That is a very 
large order. Who knows what the circum-* 
Stances may be six months or six weeks 
or two years from now? It is less than 
five months since Japan plunged into the 
war, and that act revolutionized the world 
Situation, What will the situation be five 
months hence? 

Specifically a “no” vote will mean that 

n trained in Canada under the compul- 

y service law should not be sent abroad, 

ever badly they might be needed, un- 
13s they volunteered to go. It will mean 
that should voluntary enlistment fail to 
produce the recruts required to maintain 
our volunteer army oversea, that army 
should be allowed to dwindle away. It 
will mean that we should not expand that 
army, however serious the need, unless 


and until enough men voluntarily offered , 


for oversea service, 

Fortunately, men are volunteering in 
the numbers now required. If they con- 
tinue to do so, no other method will have 
to be employed. But supposing the volun- 
tary movement slackens? Is Canada to 
say to its Allies that they must do our 
share of the fighting as well as their own? 


These can be no such thing as hedging 


these implications of a “no” vote. Who 
wants to tell Canada’s Allies they must re- 
gard this Dominion as the “weak sister” in 
the line-up against the Axis? That, blunt- 
ly, is what a “no” vote will say. 


Keep Canada’s Position Clear 


Nothing less than an _ overwhelming 
“yes”? yote on Monday will save Canada 
from being misunderstood abroad, alike by 
friend and enemy, and the Canadian people 
from lifelong humiliation. 

However confident we in Canada may 

*feel that we shall not have to go beyond 
voluntary enlistment to keep the ranks of 
our oversea army full and expand that 
army in keeping with our population, the 
people in the United States, in Britain, in 
Russia, in Australia, simply could not un- 
derstand this confidence to be the reason 
behind a “no” vyote—or a _ non-comittal 
vote—on the question of giving our parlia- 
ment a free hand in the matter. 

These Allies have adopted compulsory 
service, They could understand if the par- 


liament of Canada said it did not take | 


the same course only because this was not 
necessary. But they could not be reason- 
ably expected to put any other construc- 
tion on a negative vote, or a neutral vote, 
at the plebiscite, other than an expression 
of our popular unwillingness to resort 
to any necessary means of raising men. 
However the war ends, Canada would be 
black-listed among its friends as a nation 
of wobblers, an unknown quantity in any 
crisis, 

The enemy would be overjoyed if Can- 
adians should say on Monday they were 
opposed to all-out methods of raising men 
as and when necessary, or should even 
give an equivocal answer to the plain ques- 
tion submitted to them. They, too, would 
not understand that the response only 
meant that we intend to put our whole 
strength into the fray but to retain the 
voluntary system because we prefer it. 
They would draw the contrary conclusion, 
and broadcast their interpretation around 
the world as proof that the Allies are not 
solidly united. Goebbels would be pretty 
sure to fill up his hearers with the no- 
aoe that Canada was just about ready to 
quit. 

For these reasons, if there were no 
others, there should be a “yes” vote on 
Monday which will leave our Allies under 
no possible misapprehension, and our 
enemies no opportunity to misrepresent 
us. Whatever other duties Monday may 
bring, the voter who wants to keep Can- 
ada’s position clear in the eyes of the 
world should make it his or her par- 
ticular business to get to the polls and 
mark a “yes” ballot.

Franco is said to have offered to send 
Hitler 1,000,000 men to fight on the Rus- 
sian front.

Aids Resources 


In 1938 Alberta produced 97 per ** 


cent. of Canada's oil and 70 per 
cent. of the Dominion’s supply of 
natural gas. This province also 
possesses a vast majority of Can- 
ada’s coal, and has the largest ac- 
cumulation of bituminous sand 
deposits in the world. 

It is also believed that the time 
is not distant when the northeast- 
ern part of the province in the 
great pre-cambrian shield will be 
producing gold and other metals. 


RECORD TOTAL 


At the close of 1938, Alberta as 


an oil producer reached a record | 
annual total of 6,742,039 barrels, 


e bringing the total production from 


1914 to 1938 to 20,514,341 barrels. 
The bulk of this amount has been 
recovered within the last 10 years 
with practically a third of it having 
been produced last year. 

Alberta's performance in 1938 
brought this province up to second 
place in the British Empire for oil 
production, and third place in the 
world amongst countries showing 
increases for this year. 

Further evidence of Alberta's 


rapid growth in the production of 
petroleum can be seen from figures 
published in ,Hon. Solon E. Low’s 
budget speech, delivered on Feb. 13 
last. It follows, with the figures 
given in barrels:

TREMENDOUS INCREASE

The largest percentage of Can- 
ada’s coal areas lies within the 
boundaries of Alberta. So vast is 
this accumulation that it may be 
definitely stated that a noticeable 
percentage of the world’s coal 
supply belongs to this province. 
An estimate of Alberta’s present 
accessible coal reserves gives an 
approximate total of 61 billion tons. 
The estimate of reserves, at present 
inaccessible, plus classes of coal not 
of commercial consideration at the 
present time, if added to this figure, 
would reach a tremendous total of 
approximately 327 billion tons, 

The Province of Alberta is pre- 
sumably assisted by a subvention 
freight rate to Ontario of $2.50 per 
net ton where the ordinary rate is 
$8 or over. The value which this 
assistance has been, however, to the 
province may be illustrated by 
glancing at what actually happens 
and by taking for an example Al- 
ber‘a’s coal exports for 1935. 

During that year this province 
shipped only 64,659 tons of coal to 
Oniario when in the same period 
that province imported from ‘the 
United States in addition to ship- 
ments from Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, 10,840,950 tons. Al- 
berta’s shipments to Ontario in this 
particular year, in comparison with 


these imports from the United 
States, on which tariffs up to 75c 
per ton were paid, represent a 


somewhat discouraging one-half of

Such a revelation of course fin- 
ishes at only one conclusion. A con- 
clusion which must quite forcibly 
demonstrae the fact that pending a 
fair and reasonable adjustment of 
the situation, Alberta, holding the 
bulk of Canada’s coal reserves, must 
continue to be largely inactive re- 
garding their development whilst 
eastern Canada continues to be 
supplied with her fuel require- 
ments from foreign countries, Mr. 
Low concluded. 


OUTPUT INCREASES 


Nevertheless the annual output 
has been on a gradual increase with 
1941 producing the largest total.

Fort McMurray represents the 


focal point for the world’s largest 
bituminous sand deposits. It is es- 
timated that the saturated sands 
cover an area of at least 10,000 
square miles containing about 1,- 
square miles containing about 1,- 
000,000,000 barrels of oil, are at pres- 
ent accessible for mining. 


The salt area of McMurray is es- 


timated by Dr, J. A. Allan of the 
University of Alberta to contain at 
least 500,000 tons to the acre. A 
conservative estimate states that 
30,000,000 tons of salt are contained 
in this area. This amount is equal 
to a 60 year supply for the entire 
Dominion of Canada at the present 
rate of consumption. 


GYPSUM DISCOVERED 

Gypsum has been discovered in 
three extensive deposits. The 
largest one is along the sides of 
Peace River valley below Fort Ver- 
milion and about five miles below 
Peace Point for a distance of 15 
miles. Its extent, lying in beds up 
to 50 feet in thickness, is estimated 
to be over one billion tons, Jasper 
Park, along its northern boundary, 
and McMurray represent the other 
two areas containing extensive gyp- 
sum deposits.

‘Practice of the McRae-Patty or- 
ganization is tq have separate organ- 
izations for its various enterprises. 
Ernest N. Patty is general manager 
of all of them. The interests include 
Alluvial Golds, Inc. operating a 
dredge on Woodchopper Creek, 
Alaska; Gold Placers, Inc., mining 
at Coal Creek, Alaska; Clear Creek 
Placers, working a ground-sluicing 
operation with dragline on Clear 
Creek, Yukon, and Spruce Creek 
Placers,

Coveted Mining Areas Are Situated 
Along Fringes Pre-Cambrian Shield 


The mining areas of Canada’s 
great Northwest are situated 
along the southern fringes of the 
largest pre-Cambrian shield in the 
world. Canada’s shield, com- 
monly known as the Canadian 
shield or the Laurentian Plateau, 
covers a stretch of country esti- 
mated at 1,800,000 square miles. 


This great expanse surrounds the 
Hudson Bay on the east, south 
and west. Its southern fringe ex- 
tends into the United States, 
mainly around Lake Superior. 

In spite of rapid mining develop- 
ment in the areas immediately 
north of Alberta during the past 
two years, the resources of the 
great shield »have barely been 


tapped. 
Gold, radium, uranium oxide, 
nickel, nicolite, lead, zinc, copper, 


tungsten, petroleum, tarsands, and 
salt, as well as small deposits of 
other minerals have already been 
found on a commercial scale in the 
fringes of the shield and in the belt 
of igneous rock bordering the shield

Northern Gold 
Fields Yield 
Vast Treasure 


During the last several years 
the gold fields of Canada's great 
North West have developed from 
an unknown possibility to areas 
in which there are eight gold 
mills producing $4,000,000 worth 
of gold per year, and are rapidly 
increasing their production. 

The two areas where gold has 
been found are the Beaulieu dis- 
trict, which has as its centre the 
rich fields around Yellowknife, and 
the Athabasca to Slave Lake dis- 
trict. 

The Beaulieu district covers an 
area of about 24,000 square miles 

Roughly it extends 75 miles east 

of Yellowknife and 100 miles west 
and in a north and south direction 
on the north shore of Great Slave 
Lake for 150 miles. 


PATCHES OUTLINED 

There are, in addition, patches of 
gold-bearing greenstone outlined to 
the north and east of the area. This 
whole area, of course, is not all min- 
eral bearing, but a large portion of 
it justifies prospecting and because 
the areas have no overburden, pros- 
pecting could be done rapidly. 

Since the area is studded with 
thousands of lakes, it provides an 
opportunity to use the hydroplane. 

In the district between Great 
Slave Lake and Lake Athabasca the 
geological survey has carried on ex- 
tensive mapping and although no 
economic discoveries have as yet 
been reported there is no reason 
to condemn the are’. Further dis: 
ecoveries, such as occur at Gold- 


fields, may be made.

Government of te Province o Alberta 
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Northern Mines Produce Many Minerals On Big Scale 


Aerial Freighting Fleet 


Optimism Prevailing 
Throughout All Major 
Fields Of Activity 


A general survey of mining operations in the Yellow- 
knife, Goldfields and McMurray areas, reveals that all points 
are optimistic about the prospects of experiencing a record | 
turnover in 1942, Most mines reported new peaks in 1941 | 
but feel that with added equipment in some cases, and with 
a general upsurge in interest in northern development, the 


1941 returns will be exceeded. 
It is reported that the Ptarmi- «: 


gan mines, near Prosperous Lake, 
have sunk their shaft to a depth 
of 900 feet with six operating 
levels. The ore body is 12 to 14 
feet wide, although only a por- 
tion of this is being mined. 

The substantial width provides 
ample tonnage for mill feed. 

In addition they have a shaft 


about one mile to the north, which | 


has produced favorable results, 
This shaft is on the power line 
and will be connected up as de- 
velopment expands, The mill 
this property is compact and is 
giving satisfactory results. 

The property of the Thompson 
Lundmark Gold Mines Lid. which 
1s under the management of the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company, is about 25 miles east of 
the Ptarmigan mines. This property 
has sunk two shafts, one on the 
Kim vein and the other on the 
Frazer vein, 

The Frazer vein shaft. is down 
834 feet with five levels and the 
Kim shaft was sunk two years ago 
to 300 feet. hisT shaft has been de- 
watered and is sinking to 400 feet 
with further development work 
contemplated in an endeavor to 
connect the two veins. 

The mill equipment at Thompson 
Lundmark is somewhat unusual, 
through the fact that there has 
been installed a Hadsell mill which 
employs a dry crushing system, 


FED INTO MILL 

The mine ore is fed into a hori- 
zontal, cylindrical revolving mill 
and secures crushing by impact. It 
is essential that the ore feed should 
contain less than two per cent 
moisture for satisfactory operation, 
The gold recovery is high and this 
plant is remarkably compact and 
efficient. 

The mill at the Con Mines was 
shut down early this spring and a 
larger hoist was installed. The new 
plant not only provides mill facil. 
ities for about 350 tons per day, 
but has a roasting plant and flota- 
tion units which are expected to 
materially increase the percentage 
of recovery. 

This mill is very complete and 
the equipment has a capacity con- 
siderably in excess of the rated ton- 
nage given above, The new hoist is 
capable of raising from a depth of 
4,000 feet. 


EXISTING DEPTH 

This makes ample provision for 
sinking and extensions to the pre- 
sent mine. The existing depth is 
about 1,000 feet and it is reported 
that they intend to sink to 1,500 
feet in the very near future. 

The Negus Mines Ltd, which 
produced $2,041,770 worth of gold 
between Feb. 5, 1939, and Nov. 30, 
1941, is only about a half a mile 
from the Con Mine operating on a 
parallel shear to that of the Con. 

The shaft is down to about 734 
feet with six levels and one sub- 
level. An amalgamation-cyanidation 
mill is treating about 70 tons per 
day at the present time. It is ex. 
pected that the output will be in- 
creased to 80 tons per day before 
long. 

Present mines operating in the 
Yellowknife area are engaged only 
in the recovery of gold, but in the 
Negus Mine, the Con Mine, the 
Ruth Mine and at many other 
points, tungsten ore has been found. 


VITAL METAL 

As a strategic metal the recovery 
of tungsten in these and other 
areas of the Northwest seems vital. 
The ore occurrence, though wide- 
spread in the district, does not jus- 
tify any one mine in installing 
equipment to concentrate. If this 
work is undertaken, it would neces- 
sitate some co-operative plan in 
which all would participate, 

In the Goldfields area the Box 
property is an outstanding example 
of an efficient operation of a low 
grade property, The mill, designed 
for 1,000 tons per day, is treating 
about 1,300 tons and the system of 
wide stoping and caving has prov- 
ed extremely satisfactory and 
economical, 

In MoMurray area, a new plant 
has been installed by Abasand Oils 
Lid. This plant is designed to 
handle about 600 tons per day and 
with a recovery of about 9 barrels 
per ton of bituminous sand treated, 
the output should be approximately 
500 barrels per day. 


SOLVES PROBLEM 

This company has solved its min- 
Ing problem in such a manner that 
no difficulties are now anticipated 
in turning out their maximum out- 
put if a market can be secured. Re- 
ports upon the product sold to the 
Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
Company indicate that the dicsel 
fuel bnd fuel oils have proved very 
satisfactory. 

Industrial Minerals Limited at 
Waterways are producing block 
salt and the various grades of do- 
mestic salt. This plant has stepped 
up production and at present is 
operating almost to capacity. 

In 1941 the firm shipped 734 
carloads, which is double that of 
1940 and five times that of 1939. In 
January of 1942 they shipped 97 
cara, or about 2,425 tons of salt. 

Their maximum production was 
about 71 tons in one day. It is ex- 
pected that this will be increased to 
about 80 tons. 

This shows a very definite im- 
provement in output and the in-

| primitive man, and as civilisation 
progressed that importance be- 
came mere pronounced, Now, as 
perhaps never before, they as- 
sume a titanic importance in the 
preservation of the rights of man 
and in the prevention of their

From the vast, and for the most 
part, uncharted hinterlands of 
northern Canada, modern engineers 
and mineralogists are discovering 
and bringing out supplies of these 
minerals and metals necessary for 
the prosecution of a _ successful 
drive against the enemy.

umbia to the Yukon. All these are 
now a part of the vast air network, 
Canadian Pacific Air Lines, cover- 
ing Canada from east to west. 
Names of early fliers, once house- 
hold words in every part of the 
north, are now found on the execu- 
tive rosters of the major air lines.

repair depot of Canadian Air Lines

Is the calendar year 1941, Canada’s exports of merchandise reached a total value of 
$1,621,000,000—the highest value on record. 


The sheer size of this trade is noteworthy — but, in the present circumstances, the 
direction and the character of it are much more important. 


Today, Canada’s exports must satisfy two searching tests: 


(1) They must be destined to those markets where, directly or indirectly, they will 
contribute most to the fighting strength and support of the democracies. 


(2) They must consist in the highest degree of the kinds of products that represent 
the most effective use, for war-time purposes, of the steel, base metals, timber 
and other raw materials consumed. 


A major part of the purpose for which a wide measure of export trade control has been 
adopted by the Dominion Government, is to ensure that these tests of character and 
direction shall be applied to Canadian shipments in a systematic way. 


Thanks to the co-operation of business interests throughout the Dominion, Canada’s 
export trade has been forged into a powerful instrument of economic warfare, and has 
at the same time advanced to a level which surpasses in value all figures previously 
recorded, whether in time of war or in time of peace. 


The year 1942, will, of necessity, be another year of vigilant trade control and trade 
restriction. The closest co-operation of all concerned will again be a war service con- 
tribution of vital importance.

Along Numerous Lines 


Recent discoveries of scheelite in certain northern min- 
Ing areas recently have occupied the attention of Canadian 
mining officials, Dominion and provincial departments and 
officials of industries engaged in the production of war 


+materials. 
Interested 


Scheelite is the ore of tungsten 
which is rapidly gaining promi- 
nence because of its use in cere 
tain types of steel and in cement- 
ed catbides for the manufacture 
of metal-cutting tools, 

The commoner high-speed tool 
steels which are so essential for 
turning out the instruments of war 
contain 18 per cent of tungsten. The 
present limited supplies of tung- 
|sten, however, have made it neces- 
|sary to use molybdenum in part as 
substitute. 

Until recently the world's main 
|supply ef tungsten came from 
‘China and Burma, with United 
States, Portugal and Bolivia follow- 
ing in that order. 


NEW SOURCES 

With the two main sources of 
supply now cut off and with the 
need for war tools growing more 
and more urgent, Canadian mining 
and war industry officials have 
turned to Canada’s rich northern 
hinterland as a possible source of 
supply. 

Last fall the gealogical survey of 
Canada detailed Dr. Jolliffe and a 
party of mining students to go 
north and focus their attention 
upon this mineral. A careful ex- 
amination was made of the area 
around Gilmour Lake and eastward 
to the Ruth Claims. 

It was also found that consider- 
able ore could be rcovered from the 
Operations at Negus Mines and the 
Con Mines, but since the ore re- 
quires to be concentrated to 65 or 
70 per cent scheelite, it was de- 
termined that it would require con- 
siderable equipment to prepare a 
product which would receive at- 
tention by purchasers of this ore. 

With samples of scheelite already 
obtained underground at the Negus, 
Con and Ruth mines and at many 
points in the Gilmour Lake and 
Desperation Lake areas, careful 
surveys of the areas are either 
under way or are being contemplat- 
ed.

R. “Wop” May, head of air observer 
schools managed by Canadian Pa- 
cific Air Lines in the West, have 
contributed steadily to Edmonton's 
expanding position as air capital of 
the northwest. 

Edmonton people know their 
fliers as the Flatbush rooter 
knows his Brooklyn Dodgers— 
by thelr first names and record 
of performance, but they are 
Naturally inclined to take for 
granted operations and daily ex- 
ploits which fill the stranger with 

wonder and delight. 

Thig centre serves by air all of 
the North West Territories down 
the Mackenzie river to the Arctic, 
and far to the northeast, as well as 
northern B.C. and the Yukon. Out 
in the Territories, and along the 
Yukon-Alaska rouie, trappers, min- 
ers, fur traders, Indians and Es- 
kimos, search the sky for the glint 
of silver wings and the roar of a 
motor which represent their only 
link with the “outside”. 


RACE AGAINST TIME 

Ships and pilots of the Canadian 
Pacific Air Lines are racing against 
time these day, rushing freight, ex- 
time these days, rushing freight, ex- 
out of the northland before the ice 
breake up in the lakes and rivers 
Then comes the “break-up” period 
of enforced inactivity while planes 
are overhauled and floats installed 
in place of skis. By about the mide 
dle of May the summer season of 
float flying will be under way and 
the north will prepare to renew its 
economic life and strength, 

These, of course, are the planes 
whieh operate on skis in winter and 
floats in summer, using nature's air- 
ports, the numberless lakes and riv- 
ers of the north. For the twin- 
motored craft of the Yukon South- 
ern, operating on wheels and using 
airports at Vancouver, Edmonton, 
Fort St. John, Watson Lake and 
Whitehorse, there is no “break-up” 
and this line, vital link in inter- 
national defence, was never busier 
than now with six trips weekly out 
ef Vancouver and three weekly out 
of Edmonton for the Yukon and 
Alaska. 


BEFORE BREAK-UP 

Elsewhere, however, last trips be- 
fore the break-up are being made 
into Yellowknife and the huge FI- 
dorado mines on Great Bear Lake. 
Pijot Cec McNeal, from Prince Al- 
bert, Pilot F. BE. Meilicke and Pilot 
J. K. Potter are still winging their 
sturdy little “Norsemen” through 
the northern skies, racing against 
the inexorable break-up, Pilot Pot- 
ter will “stay in” at his Yellowknife 
base, however, since the ice will re- 
mein longer in those northern lakes, 
and will be freighting into Eldcrado 


aud eibes mines along Great Bear 


Lake, Outpost Island and down to 
the Arctic coast at Coppermine for 
a couple of weeks after Pilots Mc- 
Nea] and Meilicke have taken their 
“Norsemen” into Edmonton and 
Prince Albert. 


USED A NORSEMAN 

W. J. Windrum, superintendent of 
the MacKenzie division of Cana- 
dian Pacific Air Lines, flew in from 
Edmonton with a “Norseman” to 
help Pilots McNea: and Meilicke 
clean up some loads before break- 
up. One of his cargoes out of Prince 
Albert was a shipment of 12 cases 
of fresh eggs which he transferred 
to Pilot McNeal’s plane at Ile a la 
Crosse for despatch to the Eldorado 
mine. His load from Ile a la Crosse 
to Prince Albert included a ship- 
ment of $100,000 worth of gold bars 
from Yellowknife, and bales of Arc- 
tic fox. Pilot McNeal, on a south- 
ward. trip, one of his last before 
break-up, brought out Fred Riddell, 
veteran Edmonton trapper who re- 
ported a good season with Arctic 
fox on the Barren Lands 300 miles 
north of Lake Athabasca. On part 
of the trip in 14 of Riddell's dogs, 
seven of them full-grown sled dogs 
and seven of them half:grown pups, 
shared the cabin with three pas- 
sengers and some freight. 

This, of course, is the north where 
anything can happen, and usually 
does—every day. Superintendent 
Windrum, for example, carried a 
R.C.M.P. officer and his prisoner 
from Ile a la Crosse to Prince Al- 
bert. Also aboard wag the Prince 
Albert magistrate who had given the 
prisoner a year hard labor for 
breaking and entering. This country 
is nothing if not democratic.

Red Cross To 
Launch Drive 
For New Funds 


At the request of His Honor 
Lieut, Gov. J. C, Bowen, John D. 
Dower will act as chairman of 
the Northern Alberta section of 
the national drive for Canadian 
Red Cross society funds, it was 
announced by campaign officials 
on Saturday. 

The drive will open on Monday, 
May i, and will continue until the 
end of that month, 

While chief charitable organiza- 
tions across Canada wil] partici- 
pate in the War Services ditve for 
funds, the Canadian Red Cross is 
prevented from participation, 
through regulations of the Geneva 
convention. 

Geneva ruled that the Red Cross 
must operate on a voluntary basis 
and not under government control, 
nor with government contribution. 
Only in that way may the Red 
Cross continue its vital prisoner- 
of-war work. 


THE OBJECTIVE 

The objective for the national 
drive is $9,000,000, with a quota for 
Alberta of $400,000 and $160,000 for 
the northern half of the province, 

Britain has requested that the 
Canadian Red Cross increase the 
number of prisoner of war parcels 
from 40,000 a weck to 80,000. These 
parcels cost $2.50 each. Assistance 
in meeting the food problem in Eng- 
land has also been requested 

Mr. Dower, in taking over the 
chairmanship of the Alberta com- 
mittee, succeeds W. J. Dick, who is 
now in charge of gas rationing in 
northern Alberta.

Old Comrade|Church Leaders Join In 
Remembers Area} Urging Great “Yes” Vote 


To Assure Total Effort 


Appeals for support of the affirmative in Monday's pleb- 
iscite were issued Saturday by leaders of Edmonton's reli- 
gious denominations. Joining in the appeal were the Right 
Rev. Bishop W. R. Barfoot, Rev. C. J. Foran, D.D., St. An- 
thony’s church, and Rev. Daniel Young, president of the Ed- 


monton Ministerial Association. 
Text of their statements follow: 4 


The Bishop's Office, 
April 25, 1942. 
My dear Brethren; 

We face an issue of great im- 
portance—the plebiscite. The forces 
that are against an affirmative vote 
tre bold and articulate, It, there- 
fore, behooves those of us who are 
in favor of a “Yes" vote to Jet our. 
selves be heard. The issue must not 
go by default. It may be our only 
opportunity, while this conflict 
lasts, to express our will to wage 
total war against the enemy. 

Two things stand out in my mind. 
We must preserve, while at war, 
the resources of our Christian faith 
in order that reconstruction may 
be possible. But we must also do 
everything in our power, by word 
and deed, to see that we persevere 
in battle to the end lest the de- 
mons of tyranny triumph over us 
and the opportunity for reconstruc. 
tion be Jost to our generation. 

As I see jt, “Yes” means the will 
to wage total war, “No” means that 
we want to retire from the conflict. 
for one, can only urge all our 
people to vote for total war and not 
only vote for it but to speak for it 
and write for it, in season and out 
of season, until in God's good time 
we have the chance to make our 
pseudo-freedom a reality and the 
caricatures of peace, which we have 
known hitherto, into real peace, 

Again, let me urge you to vote.

wasting away of the muscylar 
tissue, } 

“Simple” neuritis means that one| 
nerve or group of nerves is involv- 
ed, while “multiple” neuritis means 
that several nerves are affected at 
once. Multiple neuritis is also re-| 
ferred to as polyneuritis. | 


The main cause of neuritis is a 
toxemia which permits the accu | 
mulation of toxic substances around |

Child Welfare Clinic 


Serves Babies, Mothers 


“It is the interested mother who comes to us for assist- 
ance and guidance,” Miss Blanche Emerson, who is in charge 
of the Child Welfare Clinic in the Labor Hall, 100A street, 


stated in an interview. 


Sunny and bright the clinic is 
spotlessly clean, with yellow walls 
and rose-toned woodwork, and 
white furniture, About the walls 
are gay pictures illustrating nurs- 
ery rhymes. Throughout an air 
of cheerful friendliness prevails. 

Centrally located and easily 
reached by tram or bus, the clinic 
is a busy centre. In March more 
than 600 visits were made by 
mothers with their babies, and 
1,991 visits have been made since 
the firgt of the year. 

The clinic is operated by the nurs- 
ing branch of the provincial depart- 
ment of health, with the co-opera~ 
tion of the city health department. 
Miss Emerson, of the provincial de- 
par'ment, is in charge, and is as- 
sisted by Miss S. C, Christensen, 
city nurse. Services are also pro- 
vided by Dr. Mildred Folinsbee 
Newell and Dr. F. J, Folinsbee. 
Prior to his enlistment, Dr, James 
Calder also assisted in the clinic. 
Student nur@s also act as assist- 
ants, 

Explaining the routine procedure 
in the clinic on the visiting days, 
Tuesday and Friday between one 
and four o'clock, and Wednesdays 
between two and four o'clock, when 
only a weighing clinic takes place, 
Miss Emerson stated that the clinic 
provides examinations, advice on 
routine care, makes return visits 
‘o the home, and assists‘all mothers 
who are free to attend the clinic, 
regardless of financial] and social 
status, 

ALL MOTHERS WELCOME 

The mother of each child born in 
the city receives an invitation to 
attend the clinic, and most mothers 
take advantage of the opportunity, 
Miss Emerson said. 

On arrival, the child or baby is 
undressed and weighed in a baby 
scale if under 30 pounds, and at the 
upright scale if heavier. Then a 
history of the child is recorded, 
including hours of sleep and rou- 
tine care provided, a weight chart 
is provided, and an examination 
made by the doctor, 

If the child requires medical as- 
sistance, the mother is, told to take 
the child to her own doctor or, if 
she cannot afford it, to the provin- 
cial out-door clinic, one block 
south and east from the C.N.R. 
depot. 

In March alone, 121 new cases 
were handled by the clinic, includ- 
ing 28 pre-school children from 
two to six years. 

Stress is laid by the clinic on 
the necessity for regular hours in 
feeding and caring for babies,

A large clock chart hangs on one 


‘wall of the clinic office, showing 


the ideal routine for babies up to 
nine months. The chart shows that 
the baby should be fed at 6 am; 
sleep and exercise from 6 to 10; be 
bathed and fed at 10 a.m,; sleep out 
of doors from 10 am, to 2 p.m; 
fed at 2 p.m; sleep from 2 to 4, and 
exercise from 4 to 6 p.m.; be bathed 


and fed at 6 p.m., and sleep from 6 


to 10 p.m.; fed at 10 p.m,, and allow- 
ed to sleep from 10 p.m, to 6 a.m. 

Provision for only one feeding at 
night is adequate, Miss Emerson 
stated, and the weight charts of the 
babies prove each month that such 
a regular routine is the most bene- 
ficial one for a baby. 


BORN HEALTHY 

“Most babies are orn healthy,” 
she said, “but sometimes thoughtless 
parents inculcate bad habits in the 
children: through irregular hours 
and the children as well as the par- 
ents suffer,” 

She stated that it is Important 
that the babies be weaned from the 
bottle and breast before they are a 
year old, They do better if they have 
an adequate dief, she said. 

In addition to the care given, the 
clinic provides diet slips for use of 
mothers in feeding their children. 
Six slips can be obtained, dealing 
with routine’ care of baby on four- 
hour feedings, dietary suggestions 
up to five months, diet slip for five 
to nine months; diet slip for 9 
months to one year, diet slip for one 
year to two years; and diet slip for 
two to six years. 

OTHER VISITORS 

Out-of-town mothers frequently 
visit the clinic, and in addition 
there is a large mailing list of 
mothers who are sent useful infor- 
mation pamphlets as the child goes 
to the various stages of develop- 
ment. 

The clinic advises that the “run- 
abouts” children from two to six 
years, get in condition for attend- 
ing school, that they have their 
tonsils out and all inoculations 
completed before they register at 
the schools, 

With the exigencies of war-time, 
and a “floating population” 
throughout Canada, wives of ser- 
vicemen stationed in the city often 
visit the clinic with their babies and 
young children, to ensure proper 
care. On leaving the city, they are 
provided upon request with inform- 
ation as to the location of other 
clinics in other cities. 

The clinic and provincial govern- 
ment health department provide 
much valuable literature and ser- 
vice to all who desire same,

The baby of one year, or there- 
abouts, who is tottering about the 
floor grasping everything he en- 
counters, is apt to be unwittingly 
destructive, He hag no intention of 
pulling over the small table he 
Brabs, he does not intend to scat- 
ter its contents on the floor, nor 
does he want to pull the dishes from 
the dining-room table when he 
hangs to its slipping cover. He is 
intent upon but one thing—upon 
walking and holding to whatever 
seems to lend support. 

But what happens when his 
eager ‘hands bring small objects 
about his ears, can be left to the 
imagination, It would be an un- 
usual mother who could view such 
disasters with placidity. Instead she 
shrieks at the baby, or slaps his 
hands or puts him back into his 
bed or high chair where he will be 
“out of mischief.” 

Yet, obviously, the only way a 
baby can learn to walk is by ard- 
uous practice of the art. The 
yielding surface of a mattress of- 
fers no support for tottery feet, 
neither will baby learn to walk 
in an apparatus which allows him 
to move his feet and go scudding 
over the floor, but gives him no 
practice whatever in _ balance, 
Babies can walk for months in 
these contrivances and are just 
as far from being able to walk 
independently. 


What the child needs is Practice | 


on the floor or in a playpen, with 
the lining of the pen removed, so 
that the surface is smooth and hard. 
To avoid destruction when he 1s 
struggling around the living room 
and make life easier for his mother,

Clear the shelves and tables 
So that the baby can move from 
chair to chair and table to table 
without becoming a bull in a china 
shop. The mother can then watch 
her offspring’s attempts at balance 
without frustrating his efforts by 
her shrieks of dismay or anger. 

This period is a short one, short- 
er if the child has ample practice, 
as is the period whenthe will begin 
explorations of his environment, 
and so if the home is upset tempor- 
arily it should be of small amount. 
Once the child is able to walk, 
without support and he has been 
taught to examine carefully the ob- 
jects he admires or leave them 
alone, the house can be returned to 
its former ordet.

Cripps’ Mission jEarly Printer, 
Declared Not | A.R. Groff Dies 
Real Failure, Here, 84 Years 


The mission of Sir Stafford 
Cripps to India was not a failure 
in the opinion of Eric Estorick, 
Washington, a member of the Un- 
ited States Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, who arrived in 
Edmonton Saturday in the course 
of a tour of the Dominion in 
which he is studying Canadian 
radio, 

“While the specific plan brought 
to India was found to be unaccept- 
}able to certain Indian leaders, Sir 
Stafford Cripps left India with the 
Same essential love for the Indian 
people and the same determination 
that Indian freedom will one day 
be achieved,” stated Mr. Estorick. 

“The most important contribu- 
tion by far of his mission,” he con- 
tinued, “was the fact that he asso- 
ciated the destiny of the common 
man of Britain with the destiny of 
the common man of India and in 
fact with the common man of the 
world.” 


MAKING STUDY 

Mr. Estorick is making a study 
of Canadian radio during his trip, 
with especial reference to the part 
radio can play in helping to keep 
the morale of the Canadian people 
on realistic levels, 

He said that in addition to fight- 
ing military battles the enemy was 
waging an unceasing propaganda 
fight. Through the use of radio 
this campaign, can be combusied he 
stated. He will study the flexibility 
of Canadian radio to adjust itseif 
to the changing military situation. 

Mr, Estorick, who is the bio- 
grapher of Sir Stafford Cripps, is 
an analyst for .he Federal Com- 
munications commission in Wash- 
ington and is presently making a 
survey of the British Empire

‘Eastern Girls 
Storm Village 
In Fruit Belt 


TORONTO, Apri] 25.—The little 
village of Winona, in the Niagara 
fruit belt, was raided spasmodically 
during the last three days and, for 
from disliking the idea, the citizens 
loved it.

Young Refugee Spends 
Allowance On War Stamps 


In the midst of a busy day, Can-. 


te 


ada’s Minister of Finance, Hon, J, 
Ib. Ilsley received a letter the other 
day that brushed away the cares of 
office for a moment and brought a 
warm smile to his usually serious 
face. The letter came from Jimmy, 
a three-year-old refugee now living 
in Montreal, and with it was the 
photograph reproduced here. 

Of course, the letter was written 
by Jimmy's new Canadian mother, 
who wrote a foot-note that it was 
“dictated by his smile and sunny 
laughter”, but Jimmy made an X at 
the bottgm of the letter as “his 
mark”. Here is the letter in full: 

“Dear Mr. Isley: 

I am three years old and a new 
Canadian. I was born in England 
and was eight months old when 
war was declared. A Canadian re- 
lation wrote my Mother saying she 
would adopt me. My Mother was 
glad because she knew I would be 
safe in Canada, So I came. 

“The day I arrived my new 
Mummy gave me an allowance of 
twenty-five cents per week and 
every week we buy a War Savings 
Stamp. Now I have seven certifi- 
cates and the eighth almost com: 
pleted. It is very nice to feel one 
has almost forty dollars invested in 
the Dominion of Canada, It is even 
nieve to feel that in my small way I 
am helping my new country. I won- 
der if the people who have lived 
here always realize how big and 
how beautiful is this country—and 
what it means to sleep safely in a 
warm bed. To awaken to sunshine 
and peace and a hot breakfast. To 
have your Mummy and loved ones 
gaily say “Good morning, darling” 
instead of lying buried in a heap of 
ruins or perhaps hurt and broken 
in a hospital! My mother in Eng- 
land was bombed out and the little 
boy who lived in the same house 


was blinded, his Mother was killed 
and his Daddy so badly hurt that he 
will never walk again. I was not 
hurt—I was in Canada. 

“Like other Canadian children I 
have plenty of good food to build a 


strong body . and an_ intelligent 
mind but unless the grown people 
of Canada keep us safe it would be 
better if we had never lived. We 
have long, long years ahead of us if 
its starvation and slavery with the 
conqueror growing fat on this land 
of ours how can we face the future? 

“And so, Mr. Ilsley, I give wil- 
lingly of my small bit and just to 
show how happy it makes me to 
help my country I am enclosing my 
photograph.

New Regulations 


Regarding Delivery and 
Return of Goods 


In co-operation with the WARTIME PRICES AND 
TRADE BOARD we draw special attention to two 
points emphasized in Order No. 120 issued by the 
Board. 


(1) DELIVERIES: No retailer shall deliver or cause to be 
delivered any goods to any purchaser unless the total value of 
the goods is more than one dollar. 

Fish and meat are the only exceptions to the above order. 
If, however, a customer orders several articles in different de- 
partments of the store on the same day, and these together 
amount to a value of more than a dollar, the goods will be de- 
livered. Sometimes, therefore, a little foresight in arranging to 
group your purchases at one time will enable you to have them 
all delivered, whereas, if each has been purchased on a different 
day, each might have come under the no-delivery ban. 


(2) RETURNS: No retailer shall call, at the consumer's 
order, to take back any goods for exchange or refund, unless 
they are:—(a) defective; or (b) too bulky or heavy to be re- 
turned by the consumer in person, 

Also the purchaser must request the retailer to take back al] 
such goods within 6 clear business days. 

Our customers will readily realize, as we do, the importance 
of co-operating with these Government orders. They are made, 
of course, with a view to curtailing unnecessary delivery and 
exchange services, and will save rubber, gasoline, paper and 
other supplies needed in our war effort, -
